I share your concern over the current status of the foreign 
affairs account. Doth the House and Senate have assumed 
dangerously low levels for next year's budget. I met recently 
with Secretaries Shultz and Baker to discuss a way out of this 
perilous situation. While we may be able to get some relief in 
the Senate, I fear the outcome of a budget conference. And, as 
you know, it is almost impossible to raise the spending level 
for foreign assistance through use of a veto.
